When he moved 
from that ward, he became First Coun- 
selor to the Bishop of the Logan Fif- 
teenth Ward for a considerable time. 
Besides that he has also served for a 
long period as an officiator in the Logan 
Temple. For all of these church ser- 
vices, he has never received any fin- 
ancial remuneration, as is the custom 
in his church. 

A trained vocalist, Mr. Everton has 
also given freely of his talent through- 
out the Cache Valley region, his ser- 
vices being in demand especially at 
funeral rites and religious meetings.

Undoubtedly those descending from 
early South Carolina families will find 
the magazine of great help in tracing 
their ancestry. The subscription price 
hardware merchant who had been inter- 
is $3.00 per year or 50 cents per copy. 
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ested in genealogical pursuits through- 
out his busy life. While yet engaged 
in his own business, every Saturday 
for ten years he conducted a Genealogic- 
al Section in the HERALD JOURNAL, 
a daily Logan newspaper. This covered 
from a half to a full page in the news- 
paper. In the middle of that pursuit 
he transferred his hardware business 
to members of his family, and devoted 
his entire time to genealogical research 
and to interest others similarly. He 
founded the genealogical section of the 
Cache County Library in Logan, Utah, 
and directed its rapid growth from one 
volume, “The Hand Book Of American 
Genealogy,” to the five or six thousand 
volumes now on its shelves. Personally 
and unheralded he conducted an indivi- 
dual drive for funds among the business 
and professional men of Logan and 
secured from them about $7,000 with 
which he purchased genealogical books 
in America and England. In a town of 
a little less than 17,000 inhabitants, that 
is an accomplishment not to be discount- 
ed one iota. Over all of these years the 
library board has annually set aside 
$400 for increasing its genealogical 
material. Many individuals and organ- 
izations have also donated freely to 
the project. annually. 
Parents Were Missionaries 

In the midst of that undertaking a 
call came to him and his wife, Pearl 
Knowles Everton, from the headquarters 
of the L.D.S. church to fill a two year 
mission in Northern California. There 
they were assigned to encourage the 
members of the church to become in- 
terested in genealogical research. It was 
while engaged in that work that the 
idea of the “How Book” came to him. 
Most of the instructions he had mailed 
to the church members later found their 
way into the pages of that little bro- 


chure. He and Mrs. Everton did a tre- 
mendous amount of work while on 
the mission. They not only gave verbal 
instructions to individuals and groups, 
but carried on much of their work by 
correspondence. 

Shortly after Walter M. Everton re- 
turned home to Logan, he published his 
“How Book,” a little pamphlet into 
which he crammed a lot of valuable 
information for the novice genealogical 
researcher. He set the price of the book 
at 25 cents, postpaid. When the last copy 
was sold in 1949, the book had been 
distributed among 16,000 families 
throughout the United States and Can- 
ada. Even now, three years after the 
supply has been exhausted, not a day 
passes but that several letters arrive 
at the office of THE EVERTON PUB- 
LISHERS ordering copies of the “How 
Book.” 

Aided Library 

Every day during that period saw him 
at the genealogical section he had 
fostered at the Cache County Library, 
making suggestions here and giving en- 
couragement there. Although not in the 
best of health, still he was at his post 
daily to aid the scores of persons who 
came there from all parts of Utah and 
other states to seek vital information 
about their kindred dead. 

Even though he was at an advanced 
age, Walter M. Everton jumped into the 
publishing business still deeper in 1947 
when he established the quarterly mag- 
azine, THE GENEALOGICAL HELPER, 
“published especially for those who wish 
to do their own genealogical research,” 
and dedicated to helping “more people 
find more genealogy.” The response was 
tremendous, almost frightening even to 
the daring Walter M. Everton, a man 
old in years who always entertained 
fresh thoughts. He was astonished when 
between four and five thousand people 
from all over the United States and 
Canada and some European countries 
subscribed to his magazine, even send- 
ing subscription money for two and 
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three and five years in advance. 
Astonishing Response 

The next genealogical venture he in- 
itiated was the publishing in 1949 ol 
his HANDY BOOK for Genealogists. He 
had planned to print 4,000 copies of 
that book. When, one month before the 
book went to press, he had received 4,000 
orders with that many dollar bills ac- 
companying them, he directed the print- 
ing plant to produce 10,000 copies. All 
of them have been sold. The last orders 
were mailed out about the middle of 
last November. Another, radically 
changed, but equally helpful HANDY 
BOOK will go to press early in 1953. 

In December 1950 when Walter M. 
Everton passed away at 74 years of 
age, his genealogical publishing business 
was carried on by his wife and son, 
George B. Everton, who procured owner- 
ship of the business at the death of 
his mother, Pearl K. Everton. For many 
years, George B. Everton had been con- 
ducting a thriving typewriter sales and 
repair business, which he now in turn 
has sold to his son, George B. Everton, 
Jr., who recently returned home from 
a two year mission for his church in 
Northern California. 

Success Continues 

Under the direction of the new and 
younger owner, the genealogical pub- 
lishing business has taken a decided up- 
swing. From fifteen to three hundred 
letters from all over the world arrive 
daily at the office of THE EVERTON 
PUBLISHERS, as the business is now 
known. 

During the absence of Mr. and Mrs. 
George B. Everton in South Africa, 
their publishing business will be con- 
ducted for them by Gunnar Rasmuson, 
a retired daily newspaper publisher of 
more than 30 years experience. He also 
has had a long-time interest in genea- 
logical work, and was an intimate friend 
for years of Walter M. Everton, as well 
as of the present owner. 

Genealogists everywhere may be as- 
sured that under his direction they will 
be given the same courteous treaiment 
as under the previous managements.

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Problems Of Yesteryear 
Are Still Irritating 


BY FERN CRANDALL 


The council met and “after consider- 
able deliberation set a price on bread and 
other scarce commodities.” No, this was- 
n’t the twentieth century! It happened 
way back on the 11th of November 1658. 
They didn’t call it a “price ceiling” then; 
that was to become a coined phrase in 
our day. It seems that all the problems 
we have confronting us today faced 
people in former times, although, under 
different circumstances and under dif- 
ferent names but all having its counter- 
part and a ring of familiarity known 
to us today. 

When it comes to political problems 
we “moderns” don’t have a thing on the 
Dutch, who built up the great city of 
New Amsterdam which later became 
New York City, the greatest city in 
the world today. We are still wrestling 
with many of the same problems they 
were, some we have settled in our day, 
and then there are many of the rights 
we enjoy that they won for us in their 
day. 

Outlook Changed 

In this day and age when we live with 
a fence around us and all we possess; 
it is hard to realize thatt there was 
time when the chickens, cows, pigs, and 
other animals roamed the streets at will, 
with as much abandon and right as the 
children seemed to have. One diarist 
of Old Virginia said it was one of the 
duties of his father, as a boy, to take 
a bucket of grain and go out periodically 
and round up the pigs and make friends 
with them “lest they go wild.” Many a 
herd of pigs went beserk if left un- 
attended for more than a few weeks, 
and there was many a law suit over 
whom the animals belonged to. After 
repeated warnings, legislation, and fines 
our ancestors decided that instead of 
their rights being taken away they, 
themselves, were infringing on the rights 
of others. 

It was only a short time after the 
Dutch set the price on bread and other 
commodities that the merchants began 
to complain that they couldn’t make 
anything on bread at the established 
price, so from time to time the price 
was changed and raised a little higher 
each time. As the price of bread went 
up the value of money went down. At 
times beaver and silver, commodities 
of exchange, were very scarce or not 
to be had at all. This left wampum, the 
only remaining commodity of exchange, 
mostly in the hands of the Indians. This 
posed a severe problem as there were 
those in that day who didn’t believe 
the Indian should have the good bread 
even though he could pay for it. Through 
legislation they tried to keep the value 
of wampum from depreciating, and as 
they specified it to be better and more 
uniformly made and it became better 


in quality, the price of bread went up 
likewise. Years iater they were still 
wrestling with this same problem. Yes! 
they had troubles quite similar to ours. 
Solution Similar 

Regardless of whether a problem is 
old or new, ancient or modern, history 
bears out the fact that it was solved in 
much the same manner in any age. 
The principles of righteous living and 
the seeds of democracy seem to be an 
inherent quality in most human beings. 
That “righteousness will triumph” is a 
long, slow process, and merely serves 
to heighten the delusion that at certain 
periods in the world’s history man was 
born stupid and incapable of self govern- 
ment. “Life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness’ had its beginning long 
before this country of ours was settled. 
The struggle has been going on for who 
knows how long? Through the selfish- 
ness and delusions of a few who gain 
control, it would appear at times that 
all progress had stopped, but there has 
been no time in the written history of 
mankind when the shield of democracy 
and freedom hasn’t been held aloft and 
carried by at least a few clear-thinking 
people. 

Democracy Aided 

When England emerged out of the 
dark ages through the blood and tears 
of a courageous, intelligent people, 
there was one bright soul born in Lon- 
don in the year 1629, who left behind 
in his diary what might constitute the 
progressive thinking of his day. The cur- 
rent issues of the day were presented 
with great skill by his brilliant pen: 
His admonitions to seek the Lord to 
cure the ills of the day went unheeded; 
his speeches against slavery rival those 
of our Abraham Lincoln; he sought to 
separate church and state government; 
he espoused the cause of the Puritans 
and the Cavaliers; he used his pen to 
get legislation to benefit the common 
people. His lettered friends said, “al- 
though your theories are sound, you 
must drop them or be ruined politic- 
ally and socially.” Never the less he 
ignored the warning and when the pow- 
ers of evil began to close in around him 
he continued to write and have great 
influence. Gradually he was reduced to 
dire poverty, but it was when he be- 
gan to champion the cause of the Irish 
in the great rebellion that was then 
raging between Ireland and England, 
that he was banished. To get him away 
from England he was offered the post 
of the first Chief Justice of South 
Carolina in the year 1699. He was 
forced to accept in order to keep his 
family from starving. Thus, again the 
seeds of democracy were brought to 
the shores of young America. 

Harmonious Association

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Holcombe Volume 
ls Monumental Work

If you are interested in any Holcombe 
anywhere, nine to one you can find out 
all about him in the enormous volume, 
“THE HOLCOMBES, NATION BUILD- 
ERS, Their Genealogies and Biograph- 
ies,” by Mrs. L. D. (Elizabeth Weir) 
McPherson. There are about 16,000 of 
them in the book, with about 45,000 
in-laws and other near relatives of 
other surnames. And a majority of the 
61,000 have more or less of a biography 
acompanying their names and identifi- 
cation numbers. The eight pound book 
measures 8 inches by 12 inches by two 
and a half inches. 

It required the almost constant at- 
tention of Mrs. McPherson and her as- 
sistants for nine full years to gather 
and arrange the tremendous mass of 
information contained in the book. 

Although not so elaborately produced 
from the standpoint of the paper-maker, 
the engraver, the printer, and the book- 
binder, as some books of like nature 
we have seen lately, yet from the view- 
point of the genealogist it is a superb 
production. The researcher prefers a 
few thousand more names with com- 
plete identification to weighty paper and 
clear-cut typography, and willingly sac- 
rifices beauty for practicality. 

The 61,000 persons enumerated in the 
book live in 105 more than half of the 
3,107 counties in the 48 states of our 
nation. Every state is represented. 

Information for the compilation of 
the book came from 2,275 different 
sources, according to the bibliography, 
occupying 58 pages. 

Mrs. McPherson has made it extremely 
easy for researchers to use her book. 
There is no need to spend hours 
to ascertain the inclusion of any 
given individual. Almost a mere glance 
or a thumbing through the personal 
index, for instance, will reveal in an 
instant his presence or absence. It has 
taken months of tedious, painstaking 
labor to prepare these time saving de- 
vices. Generally we take these contri- 
vances for granted without much ex- 
pressed appreciation when we use them, 
but never stop growling and griping 
when they are lacking. 

One of the unique features is the 
index of places in which members of 
the families enumerated have lived. This 
covers 38 pages. 

All told the book contains 1,424 pages 
with a total of 1,250,000 words. 

This is the kind of genealogical book 
every researcher should scrutinize re- 
gardless what line he is working on. 
It is a safe bet that a casual glance 
through the personal index will reveal 
at least one person with the same 
name as the one in whom he is 
interested, and it may be that there are 
hundreds of them.

ment of the text, explained clearly in 
the first pages, makes it easy to trace 
family members enumerated from child 
to parents, and from parent to child.

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Indiana History 


Capital, Indianapolis 

When the French explorers first came 
into the Indiana region about 1679, 
the entire territory was more or less 
a wilderness inhabited by a few Indians. 
Gradually, as more settlers came into 
the Atlantic coast region, the Indians 
roaming that section were driven farth- 
er west. Numerous tribes remained in 
the Indiana section for many years, 
as the name would indicate. During 
most of the 1700's, the only white 
men there were some fur traders. 

The first counties to be settled were 
Knox, Harrison, Switzerland and Clark, 
in the extreme south end. Settlers in 
those counties came up from Virginia, 
Kentucky and the Carolinas, although 
a group of Swiss emigrants established 
themselves in the southeast part of the 
state. The Wabash and the Ohio river 
sections drew many of the first set- 
tlers. Many Germans and Irish came 
there about 1830. About twenty years 
later New Englanders established them- 
selves in the northern counties. The 
central part of the state was the last 
to be settled. Less than seventy years 
after the settlement of the state, the 
population had reached more than a 
million and a half. 

With the development of the industri- 
al area of the Calumet section, adjacent 
to the South Chicago area, in the 
northwest part of the state many 
Central European people flocked there 
to man the rapidly increasing factories. 

For a detailed account of the early 
settlements of the state, the reader is 
referred to the 1932 Year Book of the 
Society of Indiana Pioneers, in which 
Charles Nebeker Thompson has an 
article dealing with ‘“‘The Pioneer Period 
in Indiana.” 

Admitted to the union, 1816. Popu- 
lation, nearly four million; white, 97 
per cent; population rank among the 
states, twelfth; population density, 108.4 
persons per square mile.

Birth records before October 1907 
are in the office of the county health 
officer in the a county seats; 
after October 1907, in the office of the 
state health department, division of 
vital records, Indianapolis, Ind. 

Death records before October 1899 
should be in the office of the county 
health oficer; after October 1899 in the 
office of the division of vital records 
in Indianapolis. 

Records of wills and all probate 
matters are in the custody of the 
Clerk of the Circuit Court in all county 
seats. 

Real estate records, land titles, etc., 
are in the office of the county recorder 
in the various counties.

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A Novice Researcher 
Tells Of Experience 


A month or so ago one of our friends 
who has done but little research by 
himself from the fact that all of his 
ancestors lived and died in northern 
Europe happened to read a query we 
are printing today in our Question 
Box. The letter was from Ella J. 
Hart, 116 W. Park St., Stockton, Cal. 
She wanted to find the Vermont birth 
place of Elmira (Mira) Harkness, who 
was born 2 January 1848. She married 
Herbert Newell Everts. The family mov- 
ed to Denver, Colorado, about 1886. 
She died Aug. 1907 at Littleton, Colo- 
rado, and buried there. 

After reading the letter, our friend 
proposed to go to work to help Mrs. 
Hart. 

‘I’m going over to Denver for a 
week or so tomorrow,” he said. “Why 
couldn’t I try to find out something 
about this. Littleton is just a few 
miles south of Denver. It doesn’t take 
long to run down there.” 

“Go ahead and see what you can 
do,’ we told him. “And good luck to 
you.” 

Gets Some Leads 

In a couple of weeks he was back 
in our office bubbling over with en- 
thusiasm over his experience in Little- 
ton. Although he didn’t learn all of 
what Mrs. Hart desired to know, he 
did get some leads, which, if followed 
out, may bring her the desired infor- 
mation. But we'll let him tell his own 
story: 

“First I called at the Littleton Lib- 
rary to find out if they had a Gen- 
ealogical Department. They don’t. After 
getting directions how to get to the 
city cemetery, I drove up there. 

“On one of the cemetery driveways, 
two men were working. The older of 
the two men answered my question 
as to which one was the superintendent 
or the sexton. 

“I am interested in finding the burial 
spot of a Mrs. Elmira H. Everts, who 
died in this city in August 1907,” I 
told him. 

“‘Come with me and I'll take you 
right to it,’ he answered and then 
set off at a brisk pace. In less than 
a minute or two, he stopped as he 
said, ‘This is it, right here.’ 

Helpful Sexton 

“Right at my feet was a small mark- 
er, bearing the legend, ‘Mira Everts, 
1848-1907.’ As I stood there looking at 
the marker, the sexton said, ‘I believe 
she hat a married daughter who died 
over in Denver but was buried here 
in our cemetery.’ 

“Do you know her name?” I asked. 

“No, not right’ off, but I have it 
in my record books at home. I'll be 
glad to go home with you and give 
you the information.” 

At his home the sexton brought 
out some well-kept record books, and 
in no time pointed to the line giving 
us the desired name. “Cora P. Stephens, 
66 years of age, died on 16 Aug. 1934.” 
It was also indicated that one of 
her daughters, Mrs. Hannah Morgan of 
Napa, California, had directed the 
funeral arrangements. 


After returning the sexton to his 
work at the cemetery and thanking him 
profusely for the kindness he had ex- 
tended to me, I set out to look for 
a newspaper office. I found that Little- 
ton has a well-managed weekly news- 
paper operated on real business prin- 
ciples. 

Careless Reporting 

Behind the counter of the surpris- 
ingly clean-looking office, the manager 
soon brought me the bound volume 
of the 1907 Littleton Independent. On 
the front page of the issue of Friday 
Aug. 9, underneath the heading, ‘Mrs. 
H. M. Everett Died Tuesday,” I read, 
“Mrs. H. W. Everett, who resided in 
Windermere, died Tuesday evening at 
nine p.m. and was buried Thursday. 
The funeral services were conducted 
by Rev. J. E. Bryan and held in the 
M.E. church at four o’clock. Mrs. 
Everett had been an invalid for a 
number of years and a great sufferer.” 

You notice there were three mis- 
takes in the name of the dead woman 
in that article. The surname was wrong, 
the initials were repeated twice and 
were different both times. Her hus- 
bands name was Herbert Newell Everts. 

Then I decided to go to the parson- 
age of the M.E. Church which is less 
than two blocks from the newspaper 
office. The minister greeted me kindly 
at the door, and on my inquiry if in 
his congregation there had been a 
Mrs. Everts, he asked me into his 
study. There in a small record book 
he found a notation that a funeral 
servic? had been held in the church on 
Avg. 8. 1907 for Mrs. H. M. Everett. 
The minister of that day apparently 
had copied the name from the news- 
paper article 

Learns About hter 

As my time was limited I realized 
there was nothing that I could do 
ahont learning any more about Mrs. 
Everts. Had it been otherwise there 
were some things I could have done. 
For instance, I could go to the Wind- 
ermere district to see if there were 
some one who knew her 50 years 
ago, although I realized the chances 
were slim. Again, from the minister 
of the M.E. Church I could find out 
who were some of the oldest members 
of his congregation. Perhaps a visit 
to some of them would bring me in 
eontact with some one who knew Mrs. 
Everts. 

Since time did not permit this search, 
I decided to find out more about the 
daughter, Mrs. Cora P. Stephens. It 
was evident she was the Cora Phoebe 
mentioned in the Question Box. 

In the reference room of the Den- 
ver Library I asked a very accomo- 
dating librarian if I could see the 
files of the Denver Post for August 
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17, 18, and 19, 1934, which were the 
first three days after the death of 
Mrs. Stephens. She brought out a 
small box of microfilm which she 
placed in a reading machine and told 
me to go ahead and read. On page 
eight in the paper for Aug. 19, I 
found this funeral notice among sever- 
al, “Cora P. Stephens of 861 Meade, 
mother of Ethel Maxam and El 

Simmons of Portland, Oregon; Hanna 
Morgan of Napa, Cal.; Curtis Step- 
hens and the late Dewey Stephens 
of Denver. Interment in the Littleton 
cemetery.” 

Mortician Gives Address 

A careful search of the present city 
directory and telephone directory indica- 
ted that there is no one now living in 
Denver by the name of Curtis Stephens. 

Remembering that the Littleton sex- 
ton had a notation in his records 
that arrangements for the burial had 
been made by Mrs. Hanna Morgan of 
Napa, Calif., I decided to visit the 
office of the mortician in charge of 
the interment. There I was informed 
that at the time of the funeral, Mrs. 
Morgan’s address at Napa was Box 
294. Of course, that was 18 years ago, 
and much has happened since then. 
Well, if Mrs. Morgan isn’t there now, 
perhaps some one will remember her 
or direct the researcher to members 
of her family or friends who may 
have known her intimately. They should 
be contacted. 

To be of a little more assistance 
to the inquiring Mrs. Hart, I decided 
to take a good look at a good map of 
Minnesota to get the name of the 
county seat of Fillmore county. I 
found that county to be almost in 
the extreme south-eastern corner of 
Minnesota. The name of the county 
seat is Preston. If Mrs. Hart will 
write an appealing letter to the ac- 
commodating county clerk at Preston, 
Minn., it may be that the stub of the 
marriage license issued there on 13 
October 1867 to Civil War _ soldier 
Herbert Newell Everts and Elmira 
Harkness will reveal her birth place. 
Or perhaps Mrs. Everts’ grand-daugh- 
ters in Napa, California, or Portland, 
Oregon, can supply the information. 

Overlook No Clues 

But then, again, maybe Mrs. Hart 
is way ahead of us and had tested 
all of those sources even before she 
sent her inquiry to the Question Box. 

The only rebuttal for that argument 
would be that since we don’t know 
what Mrs. Hart has done previously 
any researcher would make these sug- 
gestions so that no clues would be 
overlooked. In genealogy we can take 
nothing for granted. 

Now, Mrs. Hart, go to and see if 
our efforts have been of any value at 
all to you. There are at least four 
or five avenues on which you can con- 
tinue your search ,if you have not 
already gone over that ground. 

Let’ me tell you that I enjoyed 
every moment that I was on this 
search. Research activities do some- 
thing to you!

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England Sets Pace 
For Record Keepers 


“The records of England have no 
equal in the civilized world in anti- 
quity, continuity, variety, extent or 
amplitude of facts and detail. All the 
materials for the history of the country 
civil, religious, political, social, moral, 
or material, from the Norman conquest 
to the present day are available.” 

1.Domesday Books. This most ancient 
and important record is a survey of 
all lands in England, by order of 
William the Conqueror. Every land- 
holder in Great Britain in 1066 was in- 
cluded in this survey, and there are 
283,242 persons named, giving the sit- 
uation, nature, and extent of all their 


estates, and in some instamces the 
name of their fathers, wives and 
children. 


2. Ancient Characters (Deeds). The 
present number of these records at the 
British Museum amounts to no less 
than 25,771 separate instruments. They 
consist of the royal characters of the 
Kings of England from early days to 
the present; and private deeds almost 
without number. 

3.Knights Fees. William the Conquer- 
or. divided England into 700 baronies 
and bestowed these on his friends. These 
were subdivided into 60,215 so-called 
Fees, each allotment of land being 
possessed by a Knight. These accounts 
commence earlier than most national 
records, and relate to al] the great 
men of the times, showing their estates, 
how received, and showing the succes- 
sion of families owning estates. 

4. Rolls. CHARTER ROLLS consist 
of grants to church and civic bodies, 
grants of creations of nobility, beginn- 
ing in 1119 to 1483, giving names of 
barons and great men. CLOSE ROLLS 
are enrollments of deeds of bargain 


and sale, settlements, and some 
wills. COURT ROLLS contain names, 
residences, descriptions of tenants, 


lands, how acquired, dates of death, 
wills, marriages, wives, heirs, etc. COR- 
ONERS ROLLS dealt with property as 
well as deaths. THE HUNDRED 
ROLLS were surveys of all cities and 
towns showing marriages and ward- 
ships. There are reference to 70,000 
persons. PATENT ROLLS contain en- 
tries of all grants of offices, lands, 
honors, annuities, etc., to individuals 
and corporations. Printed volumes re- 
fer to 7,000 eminent families. PIPE 
ROLLS are the annual financial ac- 
counts returned by the sheriff of each 
county. They have continued from 1155, 
giving names of most men or faunilies 
of property, and contain information 
on nearly every ancient pedigree. 

5. Inquisitions Post Mortem. In days 
of the feudal system, on the death of 
each tenant, a tax called a relief was 
due the King and paid by the heir. 
These inquisitions show descent of 
families, heirs, age of heirs, land held, 
etc. They begin in 1219. 

6. Feet of Fines. The name means 
“deeds of settlement’”’ These begin 
in 1189 and contain proceedings which 
have been adopted to convey estates. 
They show the freeholder, his wife, 
.sometimes the oldest child or other 


members of family, and sometimes the 
ancestors. They prove marriages and 
issues at a time when there were no 
parochial registers. 


7. Parlimentary Records. The Private 
Statues show settlements of family 
estates, with recitals of family ped- 
igrees, naturalization of foreigners, 
licenses to change names and arms, 
authorization for individuals to re- 
marry, etc. 

8. Herald’s Visitations. The right to 
bear arms was inquired into and re- 
gular visitations were made every 25 to 
30 years beginning in 1412. The Heralds 
kept registers containing pedigrees and 
arms, especially of nobility and gentry. 

9. Pedigrees of Nobility. For a long 
time it was required that peers produce 
their. pedigrees before the House of 
Lords. Many collections of these are 
printed. 

10. Records of Soldiers. Domesday 
Books, Army Lists, Muster Rolls and 
Pay Lists give names of men, rank 
and file, casualties, dates, and other 
information. 

11. Apprentice Rolls. These teem with 
information about youths from every 
part of the Kingdom and from all 
grades of society, who went to learn 
trades and become merchants. 

12. Court Records. The pleadings in 
the various courts and the judgments 
rendered contain proofs of heirs, their 
ages and pedigrees. There are records 
of the Kings Court, Court of Common 
Pleas, Court of Exchequer, Kings, 
Bench, Star Chamber, Ecclesiastical 
Courts, and the Court of Chancery. 

13. Monastic Records. No records are 
of earlier date than those of religious 
houses. The Monk’s Registers had en- 
tries of members and their genealogies, 
the names of those married and buried 
at the monastery, and the names of 
those owning property. Chronicles re- 
cord historical events. Tournament 
Rolls, Rolls of Arms of Knights, and 
Crusade Rolls give names and titles 
of families. 

14.Parish Registers. These were be- 
gun after the dissolution of the mon- 
asteries. A mandate was issued in 1538 
for having registers of baptisms, mar- 
riages and burials in each parish. These 
were poorly kept for some time. From 
1660 parisn registers have been well 
kept ,although there are so many 
omissions they are insufficient alone 
to establish pedigrees. London parish 
records begin in 1558. 


15. Non-Parochial Registers. In 1836 - 


were gathered to Somerset House 7,000 
registers from 3630 religious congrega- 
tions not belonging to the Church of 
England. Presbyterians and Indepen- 
dents give births, baptisms, deaths and 
burials. Baptists record births only; 
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Methodists births and baptisms, with 
some accounts of deaths and burials. 
Quaker records were well kept. Roman 
Catholic records were not generally 
kept in England before 1660. 

16. Bishop’s Registries. Wills and 
Administrations were probated and ad- 
ministered in the Bishops Court. Wills 
are about the only records by which 
middle class families can trace pro- 
genitors. They often show three or 
four generations. The Marriage Li- 
censes give names, residences, ages, 
names of parents and guardians. 

17. School Records. Universities kept 
Books of Admission, Matriculation and 
Graduation, giving names, birth place, 
where educated, date of admission, age, 
sur-name of father and sometimes 
mother’s maiden name. Public schools 
kept records. 

Genealogical Storehouses in England 

1. Somerset House in the Strand, 
London, contains various departments 
of the Admirality, the Audit Office, 
the Inland Revenue department, the 
Bank Returns office, the Principal Pro- 
bate and General Registry office of 
Birth, marriages and deaths. Contains 
a complete record of all English people 
after 1837, indexed. A priceless store 
of wills is also found here. 

2. The Public Record Office, Fetter 
and Chancery Lanes, off Fleet Street, 
London, contains the records, judicial, 
financial, and administrative of the 
Chancery and Exchequer; the records 
of the Courts of King’s Bench, Common 
Pleas, Admirality; records of the prin- 
cipality of Wales; records of the various 
departments of State, such as _ the 
Treasury, War Office, Customs, Patent 
office, and many others. 

3. The British Museum, London is 
the National Library of Great Britain. 
It contains more than two million 
volumes. The collections of manuscripts 
are most ancient and extensive and 
of surpassing worth. Poorly indexed. 

4. Heralds’ College, London, is the 
moe of Arms and heraldry. 

5. Society of Genealogists, 5 Blooms- 
bury Square, W.C., London, contains 
historical, genealogical and heraldic 
information, including wills and deeds. 

6. Guildhal] Library, Guildhall, E.C., 
London, most up-to-date genealogical 
repository in London. Good collection 
of books, well indexed.

I have two “complaints” to register—— 
with regard to the Exchange number. 
First, the size of type used is smaller 
than that in the Handy Book, and for 
myself makes it more difficult to use. 
When I am working at my desk and 
typewriter, with many papers and note- 
books spread out around me, and I want 
to refer to something in the Exchange 
Number, I find it somewhat difficult 
to read. The larger type used in the 
Handy Book for the printing of the 
surnames, seemed to make them “stand 
out” when you reached for the book 
to look up something. 

(Editor’s Note—This letter was one 
of the reasons we decided to set the 
1952 Directory of Genealogists in the 
larger, more readable body type. The 
change, we are sure, was a wonderful 
improvement. We appreciate the sug- 
gestion.) 

The second, is the size of The Helper 
—and for the same reason. To use 
the directory of genealogists, and the 
exchange columns, the small size of 
the pages in the Handy Book are much 
easier to use. It just takes “some” 
room to open out and read the large 
size pages. 

This letter is not written in a crit- 
ical sense, really, I just thought you 
might be interested in another view- 
point. I do hope that you and your 
family will be able to continue the work 
of THE GENEALOGICAL HELPER, 
and I wish you great success with it.

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Letter Gives 


Idea Of 
Austerity 


Recently one of our readers in Cali- 
fornia sent us the following letter 
written in 1830 by a good Quaker 
woman in Philadelphia. The letter is 
supposed to be the property of a 
Philadelphia Friend who permitted the 
letter to be copied. 


In sending us the letter, our Cali- 
fornia reader notes that the letter was 
sent to him anonymously, evidently 
by some Kentucky, Virginia or Penn- 
sylvania genealogist who hag been 
checking his Quaker forebears. He com- 


ments, “It seems too good not to 
pass on.” 

This is the letter as_ reportedly 
written in 1830: 


(Letter written by a Friend in 1830) 
Philadelphia, Pa. 
Esteemed Friend: 


I send my brother Jonathan to be 
under thy care this winter, while he 
learns the store business. 


I know ‘thee will be a _ fafithful 
guardian, and though it grieves me 
to unvei] his faults, I must disclose 


them for thy friendly correction. I 
have discovered in the lad a worldly 
spirit, having heard him imitate the 
unprofitable forms of the light folk 
of our town, even to saying Mr. Smith 
to old Francis Smith; and though only 
sixteen years old, he boldly and audac- 
iously directed the woman who maketh 
his garments to alter their shape to 
conform to worldly dress. These are 
bad signs, but I hope thee will prune 
away these spurts of evil and curb 
these longings after vanity. 

I send thee, Daniel, a present of 
a hat which I hope thee will think 
good enough to wear, as my deceased 
brother Casper wore it six years. 


Mary Ann Pike was at Meeting last 
First Day with a red ribbon in her 
hat; this caused great excitement and 
Friends will deal with her accordingly 
and try to uproot such evil spirit which 
flames in her heart. Everybody is 
sorry on account of her aunt Tibitha, 
that strict model of righteousness, who 
will not let even a red rose grow in 
her garden.
